In some ways the coming elections appear to have less than usual 
interest for some of the voters in the Town of St, Albert, Mayor 
Fowler, 2 Councillors and the thre.-equired representatives on the 
Public School Board have all been elected by acclamation, In 
addition one of the plebiscites-on the kindergarten - involves only 
Separate school supporters, 

However, there is an area of concern which Is of vital importance

These Recreational Facilities?’’ Artificial ice arenas and Indoor 
Pools are offered not too far from us, For families planning to 
butid, buy or rent a home would not the lack of these major facilities 
cause them to think twice before settling in St, Albert? 

Cost is a main consideration and $160,500 ts required now, If we 


me ostpone our decision how much more funds will be needed in a year - 


yr two or three 

A Town of our size requires a good recreat!on director to organize 
and manage a worthwhile program, We have been fortunate in 
recently hiring a qualified man for this post, But good men trained in 
this fleld are scarce, Can we be assured of continuing to attract 
and hold top calibre Directors without these major facilities? 

The Mayor's salary should not be a cource of controversy in 
modern times, To expect a competent man to look after the volume 
of administration attached to the mayor’s position in a growing 
town of 9400 for anything less than a $6,000 salary is to be completely 
unrealistic, It is a plain fact that any man with the ability to do a 
good job as mayor would be foolish to give away his time and 
talents, The figure proposed in this by-law is by no means high, By 
offering this salary for this post St, Albert can expect to attract 
the kind of men we need to run for office, The kind of man needed 
will return us $6,000 a year in money saved through efficiency and 
through Increased growth he can engineer forthe town, By all means 
let us get the 2/3rd majority required to pass this by-law this 
month, 

Voters will also be asked for a decision on Sunday Sports, 
Garbage Pick-up, Protestant Kindergarten through the School 
System, Time to think It over. ... 

We urge all our readers to think seriously about these plebiscites 
from every angle - and then to Get Out and Vote on October 19th, 
When only a small percentage of votes is cast it gives a very poor 
impression of our community, In the past our record has not been 
very good in this respect,
